In  addition,  many  examinations  have  been;  carried  out  by  the  Emergency 
public  Health  Laboratory,  set  up  by  the  Ministry  o£  Health  at  Horsham, 
which  has  been  of  great  assistance,  especially  in  the  investigation 
of  small  epidemics.

WATER  SUPPLIES, 

All  main  supplies  were  kept  under  observation;,  and  samples 
taken  for,  analysis  systematically;  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

In  August/  1942, -a  special  survey  and  investigation  was 
undertaken  of  all.  wells  likely  to  be  of  service  in  the  event  of  the 
breakdown  of  main  water  services.  It  was  found  that  emergency 
supplies  would  be  available  in  all  parishes,  although,  in  most  cases 
there  would  be  need  for  chlorination. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE.  . 

As  a result  of  the, war  all  progress  in. providing  main  drainage 
schemes  has  ceased*  Minor  improvements  have  been  effected  so  far 
as  possible,  and  a number  of  additional  houses  connected  to  the 
sewers,  particularly  in  Send  and  East  Horsley. 

Considerable  difficulty  was  experienced  with  the  new  housing 
estate  at  Tongham,  and  a small  main  drainage  system  has  been 
installed  which  will  ultimately  be  connected  to  the  larger  scheme 
covering  the  North  Western  part. of  the  District. 

Drainage  problems  have  continued  to  be  a constant  source  of 
anxiety,  particularly  in  the  parishes  of  Wo-rplesdon  and 
Ash  and  Normandy.

SONETS  DYSENTERY.  This  has  been  endemic  in  the  District  for 
many  years,  and  as  a rule  there  is  a small  epidemic  during, 
the  winter  months*  probably  only  a minority  of  the  cases, 
are  notified*  It  has  been  a source  of  considerable  difficulty 
in  institutions.,  particularly  nurseries, 

MEASLES,  and  WHOOPING  COUGH.  There  vrrs  a widespread  epidemic 
of  whooping  cough  and  measles  during  the  latter  part  of  19 41 
and  early  part  of  1942.  There  were  three  deaths  from  whooping 
cough  in  1941 , and  one  death  from,  measles, 

DIPHTHERIA.  Of  the  diphtheria  cases  notified,  2 in  1940,  17  in 
19414  and  3 in  1942  were  children  under  15  years  of  age.  Of  all  - thee 
only  two  of  the  seventeen  notified  in  1941  had  received  a complete  1 
course  of  immunisation  treatment. 

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION.  In  March,  1941,  and  Assistant  Medical 
Officer  was  employed  part-time  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
diphtheria  immunisation  treatment,  and  the  scheme  was  continued. 
Unfortunately,  during  1940,  owing  to  the  demands  of  other  work, 
very  few  visits  were  made  to  schools.

SCABIES,,  There  has  teen  a good  deal  of  anxiety  in  dealing  with  the 
greatly  increased  number  of  cases  of  scabies.  Treatment  was  given 
in  the  Evacuation  Sick  Bays,  at  a Clinic  in  Guildford,  and  by  home 
visiting,  I ceased  to  have  clothing  steam  disinfected  after  scabies, 
and  there  appears  to  have  been  no  recurrences  as  a result.  Benzyl 
Benzoate  treatment  has  been  used,  and  I have  found  the  results  of  home 
treatment  eminently  satisfactory  even  in  the  houses  where  there  have 
been  no  baths, 

TUBERCULOSIS,  By  arrangement  with  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and 
National  Service  information  is  now  exchanged  of  notified  cases  of 
tuberculosis  amongst  age  groups  liable  to  military  service, 

CARE  COMMITTEE.  The  activities  of  the  Care  Committee  have  continued 
oh  the  same  lines  as  hitherto.  During  the  three  years  46  cases  were 
considered,  and  17  cases  have  been  given  assistance*  118  visits  were 
made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors, 

GOVERNMENT  EVnCUViTION  SCHEME.  At  the  beginning  of  1940  it  became 
apparent  that  the  small  Sick  Bay  established  at  Kingswood  Hanger, 
Gomshall,  was  inadequate  for  the  number  of  cases  requiring  treatment. 

A larger  Sick  Bay  was  accordingly  established  at  Boughton  Hall,  Send, 
with  accommodation  for  27  children. 


As  a result  of  pooling  the  Sick  Bay  accommodation  in  the  Guildford 
Rural,  Hambledon  Rural,  and  Haslemere  Urban  Districts  we  were  able  to 
reserve  Boughton  Hall  exclusively  for  minor  infectious  conditions. 

We  have  also  taken  a considerable  number  of  patients  from  adjoining 
Districts. 

There  have  been  great  difficulties  in  maintaining  adequate 
nursing  staff  and  domestic  staff,  but  this  Sick  Bay  has  done 
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exceptionally  good  work*  The  staff  consist  of  Matron  and  an 
Assistant' Nurse,  with  two  or  three  probationers.

Milk  Supply* 

The  number  of  dairymen  registered  in  the  district  is  summarised 
below.  Producers  of  milk  have  increased  from  72  to  74  and  retailers 
from  27  to  28.  Producer  retailers  have  decreased  from  70  to  69.  The 
total  is  now  171 , an  increase  of  two  on  last  year.

Altogether  145  inspections  of  dairy  premises  were  made  and  10 
preliminary  notices  were  served  requiring  improvements  and  repairs  to 
buildings. 

Extensive  alterations  and  improvements  were  effected  to  dairy 
premises  in  the  parishes  of  Compton  and  Ripley,  In  addition  a new 
dairy  was  erected  in  the  Parish  of  Artington. 

During  the  year  136  samples  of  milk  were  taken  and  submitted, 
for  examination,  to  ascertain-,  their  standard  of  cleanliness.  Of  these# 

coliform  organisms  were  found  to  be  present  in  26  samples,  117  of 

the  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Methylene  Blue  Reduction  Test,  and 
11  samples  failed  to  comply  with  the  prescribed  standard.  Five 
samples  of  "pasteurised1'  milk  were  submitted  to  the  Phosphatase  test 
and  the  reports  indicated  that  the  milk  had  been  properly  pasteurised, 

Thegeneral  standard  of  cleanliness  can  be  regarded  as  being 
satisfactory. 


Meat  and  Other  Foods. 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  slaughtering  of  livestock  came 
under  Government  control  and  as  a result  of  this  action  -the  * 

slaughterhouses  within  the  District  ceased  to  operate,  except  under 
exceptional  circumstances  for  Emergency  Killing  or  under  special 
licence  granted  by  the  Ministry  of  Food. 

Meat  inspection  was  therefore  carried  out  from  time  to  time  in 
Government  Controlled  Slaughterhouses  in  Guildford  Borough  to  relieve 
the  additional  burden  placed  upon  Guildford  Borough  Sanitary  Inspectors-#

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  these  are 
now  licensed  annually.  Formerly  seven  slaughterhouses  were  registered, 
and  the  remainder  were  licensed. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  there  are  two  Knackers  yards  within  the 
District  - one  at  Ash  and  one  at  Peasmarsh,  iirtington.  These  are  also 


licensed,  and  the  business  in  each  case  is  being  continued  in  a normal 
way. 

Licensing  of  Slaughtermen. 

Thp$e  renewals  for  Slaughterman  Licences,  were  granted.  These 
operate'  for  a period  of  three  years. 

Registration  of  certain  Food  Premises. 

The  Rood  and  Drugs  Act,  19 now  requires  the  registration 
of  all  premises  used  for  the  sale  or  manufacture  of  ice  cream  and  the 
preparation  or  manufacture  for  sole  of  sausages,  potted,  pressed, 
pickled  or  preserved  food.  This  is  a step  to  guard  against  the 
contamination  of  food  and  the  Act  lays  down  certain  standards  as  to 
rooms  used  in  connection  with  the  above  purpose, 

A number  of  applications  for  registration  were  received*  and 
in  ©ach  instance  the  premises  were  inspected  and,  where  necessary, 
brought  up  to  the  required  standard,  All  of  the  applications  were 
approved  and  entered  upon  the  register# 

Housing  Inspection, 

195  houses  were  inspected  under  the  Housing  Act,  193&,  and  notices 
were  served  as  required. 

Disinfection. 

Terminal  disinfection  was  conducted  at  102  premises  following 
cases  of  infectious  disease,  and  in  instances  following  death  or 
removal  of  tuberculosis  patients. 

Water  Supplies. 

The  following  public  and  private  water  undertakings  provide  the 
area  with  a good  supply  of  wholesome  water.

Milk  Supply. 

The  number  of  dairymen  registered  in  the  area  is  summarised 
below.  Since  last  year  the  total  number  has  increased  from  171  to 
175. 


Producers  of  milk  have  increased  from  74  to  77  and  retailers 
from  28  to  29*  Two  cowkeepers  ceased  milk  production  and  were 
removed  from  the  register.

During  the  year  l6l  inspections  were  made  to  dairy  premises. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  serve  7 preliminary  notices  asking  for 
improvements  to  be  ma.de* 

Two  conversions  of  stabling  into  cow  byres  were  made  to  dairy 
farms,  in  the  parishes  of  Arlington-  and  Send,  A milk  depot  was, 
established  in  Send  and  a new  brick  building  was  constructed  for 
the  purpose# 

During  the  year  1 36  samples  of  milk  were  taken  and  submitted 
for  Bacteriological  Examination.  Only  1 3 of  the  samples  contained 
coliform.  organisms  within  the  prescribed  limits,  127  of  the  samplea 
were  submitted  to  the  Methylene  Blue  Reduction  Test.  Only  5 of  the 
samples  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

Based  on  the  above  figures  the  hygienic  standard  of  the  milk 
can  be  regarded  as  being  exceptionally  good. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

Por.the  duration  of  the  war  slaughtering  in  private  slaughterhouses 
within  the  District  is  discontinued.  As sdetancey  however,  in  meat 

inspection  is  being  given  in  the  Government  Controlled  Slaughterhouses 
situated  in  the  Borough  of  Guildford,  where  centralised  killing  of 
livestock  is  being  conducted. 

During  the  year  a total  of  663  lbs  of  meat  was  found  upon 
examination  to  bo  unfit  for  food.  By  far  the  greater  portion  of 
of  this  moot  had  been  allocated  to  butchers  throughout “ the  district 
by  the  wholesale  Meat  Supply  Association,  direct  from  the  Guildford 
slaughterhouses,  and  was  found  to  be  in  a heated  condition  and  in  the 
primary  stages  of  decomposition.  , ' . 

A considerable  quantity  of  canned  foodstuffs,,  .fish,  eggs  and 
butter  supplied  to  retail  premises  was  condemned,  as  being  unfit  for 
human  consumption.  The  food  was  used  for  animal  feeding  or  otherwise 
suitably  disposed  of  under  the  direction  of  -the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Slaughterhouses  and  Knackers  Yards. 

Annual  licences  were  granted  in  respect  of  1 3 slaughterhouses 
and  twp  knackers  yards  within  the  District.

The  new  works  have  proved  satisfactory,  and  a good  effluent 
has  been  produced  without  any  complaint  of  aerial  nuisance.  Work 
has  proceeded  at  the  Outfall  Works,  and  a large  number  of  properties 
have  been  connected  to  the  sewer  'in  the  parishes  of  East  and  West 
Horsley,  Clandon,  Send  and  Ripley.

The  salvage  part  of  refuse  collection  has  been  extended 
considerably  during  the  year,  and  the  Council  now  undertake  the 
baling  of  waste  paper,  sorting  of  textiles,  sorting'  and  cleaning 
of  metals  and  the  baling  of  tins.  The  main  dej^ot  is,  at  Stonebridge, 
Shalford,  and  there,  is  a small  depot  at  Ash*  Eight  vehicles  in  all 
are  fully  employed  on  refuse  collection  and  salvage,  which  is 
undertaken  by  direct  labour.

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CHIEF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  ANNUAL  "REPORT . 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  G-uildford  Rural  Dletriryt  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  upon  the  work  carried  out  by  my 
department  during  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1942. 

At  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  t^at  the  length  of  annual 
renorts  in  general  should  be  curtailed  owing  to  war  time  conditions 
I accordingly  present  as  follows  a summary  of  the  work  covered  during 
the  year.

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Insufficient  sanitary  accomodation  was  found  to  exist  at  a 
small  factory  in  Gomshall.  Eventually  a separate  building  was 
erected  to  serve  as  a canteen  and  to  provide  proper  washing 
facilities  and  increased  sanitary  accomodation  was  provided. 

In  Lower  Eashing  a general  extension  of  the  existing  sanitary 
arrangements  was  made  at  a factory,  the  conservation  sanitation 
being  converted  into  a,,  water  carriage  system. 

Plans  were  received  and  approved  for  the  construction  of  a 
detached  building  with  5 water  closets  and  washing  facilities  for 
factory  premises  at  Peasmarsh.  This  work  is  in  progress. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OP  FOOD. 


Milk  Supply. 


The  number  of  dairymen  in  the  district  have  increased  from 
175  to  177  arid  are  summarised  below.  There  were  five  new 
registrations  and  five  dairymen  ceased  ns  i.  ng  their  premises  either 
for  milk  production  or  distribution. 

Producer  retailers  and  retailers  of  milk  have  each  increased 
by  one  on  last  years  figures.

Eight  preliminary  notices  were  served  upon  occupiers  of 
dairy  premises  asking  for  repairs  and  improvements  to  be  made. 

A total  of  152  inspections  were  made. 

In  the  Parish  of  Normandy  a new  cowshed  and  a dairy  were 
constructed.  In  other  parishes  dairy  premises  were  extensively 
improved  and  a new  dairy  was  erected  in  the  Parish  of  Pirbright. 


During  the  year  234  samples  of  milk  were  taken  an  increase 
Of  96  upon  last  year's  total.  The  samples  were  bacteriologi*aily 
examined  and  44  were  found  to  contain  bacillus  coli  within 
prescribed  limits.  194  of  the  samples  were  submitted  to  the 
Methylene  Blue  Reduction  Test  and  23  samples  proved  unsatisfactory. 
13  samples  of  unin bulled  Pasteurised  milk  were  examined  for 
efficient  pasteurisation.  Of  these,  4 failed  to  pass  the  Phos- 
phatase Test. 

Based  on  the  foregoing  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  a fair 
standard  of  cleanliness  has  been  maintained  in  the  milk  retailed 
in  this  district. 

Mea t and  Other  Poods. 

During  the  past  year  and  with  the  present  war  time  centralised 
slaughtering  carried  on  outside  the  district,  none  of  the 
slaughterhouses  has  been  used  except  in  isolated  circumstances 
for  emergency  killing  or  under  special  licence  from  the  Ministry 
of  Eo»d. 


Assistance  has  been  given  in  meat  inspection  in  the  Government 
Controlled  Slaughterhouses  within  the  Borough  of  Guildford. 


Throughout  tb  n considerable  quantity  of  foodstuffs 

have  boon  oxarain  1 • t c tail  shops  and!  canteens  and  condemned 
as  being  unsuitable  fo™  hum;  consumption.  The  foods  chiefly 
comprised  imported  c 'uued  meats , fish,  vegetables , fruits  and 
evaporated  mi lk . A guard  ity  o"  b aeon,  margarine  and  oatmeal 
was  also  seen  and  surrendered.  The  tinned  foods  were  chiefly 
blown,  in  some  cases  tie  tins  were  damaged  in  transit  or  corroded. 
Wherever  possible  the  unsound  food  was  used  for  animal  feed  or 
otherwise  suitably  disposed  of  under  the  direction  of  t^.e 
Sanitary  Inspector.

Watercress  cultivation. 

A grower  of  watercress  in  the  Parish  of  Send  was  advised 
not  to  market  watercress  which  was  being  cultivated  in  improvised 
beds  draining  arable  land  and  subject  to  pollution,  from  drainage 
of  neighbouring  properties.  An  analysis  of  the  water  in  which 
the  cress  was  grown  shewed  evidence  of  distinct  pollution  and  the 
watercress  was  accordingly  withdrawn  -from  the  market. 

Slaughterhouse  and,  kj v ickora  Yards'. 

The  13  slaughterhouses  and  3 knackers  yards  situated  through- 
out the  district  were  roll cenced  for  the  current  year. 

Licensing  of  Slaughtermen. 

5 Slaughtermen’s  Licences  were  r aum/ud  for  a further  period 
of  three  yoars.  No  applications  were  received  for  new  licences. 

Housing  Inspection., 

191  houses  were  inspected  under  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  and 
notices  were  served  where  necessary.

With  the  main,  wnt  r annl  io  however  t’w  .is  every  reason 
to  believe  that  the  high  standard  of  pur i t ^ ^as  been  maintained 
through out . 

Emergency  Water  Supplies. 

A survey  of  the  area  has  been  made  with  a view  to  bringing 
into  use  a number  of  disused  wells  to  serve,  as  alternative  water 
supplies  in  the  event  of  invasion  conditions  prevailing  and  the 
r>re9ent  main  water  supplies  being  cut  off.. 


For  this  purpose  a number  of  wells  have  been  selected  for 
their  suitability  to  provide  a sufficient  and  suitable  supply  of 
water.  Preference  has  been  given  to  wells  which  are  still  in 
use  or  have  not  been  out  of  commission  for  too  long.  Regard 
has  also  been  had  to  the  location  of  the  wells  to  prevent  a 
large  carry  of  water  to  any  one  poir^t  and  at  the  same  time 
avoiding  as  far  as  possible  traffic  on  major  roads. 

Up  to  the  end  of  the  year,  130  samples  of  water  had  been 
submitted  for  an  abbreviated  chemical  and  bacteriological 
examination.  With  few  exceptions  the  analyst  ^as  advised 
chlorination  o^  the  water  before  use  for  drinking  nurnoses.  Water 
representatives  appointed  under  the  Local  Civil  Defence  Committees 
operating  in  each  parish,  have  been  advised  on  the  quality  of  the 
water  from  the  sources  where  samples  were  taken  and  the  amount* 
of  chlorination  required  to  render  the  sources  of  supply  potable. 

Sufficient  quantities  of  hypochlorite  solution  have  been 
provided  for  the  purpose  in  each  parish. 

North  Eastern  Area  Drainage  Scheme. 

Due  to  the  shortage  of  labour  the  bulk  of  the  work  in 
connecting  up  properties  to  the  sewer  in  this  area  is  closing 
down  and  a total  number  of  properties  now  connected  and  drain 
Into  the  Outfall  Works  is  936.  First  rate  effluent  from  the 
Outfall  Works  has  been  maintained  and  no  complaints  of  any  kind 
have  been  received. 

North  Western  Area  Drainage  Scheme. 

The  work  of  connecting  up  properties  to  this  small  drainage 
scheme  has  now  been  completed  and  the  Outfall  Works  are  producing 
a satisfactory  effluent.  Completion  of  this  work  will  avoid 
the  many  complaints  received  from  the  Oxenden  Road  area  of  the 
Parish  of  Ash  with  regard  to  cesspool  drainage. 

Cesspool  Emptying. 

All  the  seven  cesspool  emptying  machines  have  been 
continuously  employed  throughout  the  year  and.  working  overtime. 
This,  notwithstanding,  that  no  fewer  than  1080  houses  have  been 
connected  to  the  main  sewers  in  the  North  eastern  Area  and  at 
Ash.  Co  far  it  has  been  possible  to  provide  tips  on  to 
agricultural  land  but  tMs  is  not  always  easily  accomplished  as 
a tip  must  be  away  from  habitations  and  at  the.  same  time  of 
easy  access,  especially  during  the  winter  months  of  the  year. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Salvage. 

Refuse  collection  and  salvage  has  been  still  further 
extended  during  the  year  particularly  with  regard  to  the  demand 
for  salvaged  materials.  The  deuot  at  Shalford  has  had  to  be 
extended  to  accomodate  the  additional  amount  of  wofk  dealt  with. 

The  total  number  of  men  engaged  on  refuse  collection  and  salvage 
is  23,  and  the  total  number  of  vehicles  in  use  is  eight.  After 
salvage  operations  the  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping. 


Scavenging.
